photographs of her in her room,in the new huts,which I shall send 
you as soon as I can get some prints,Ramsey the Photographer in 
Toronto is at present in possession of my most recent negatives of 
the Hospital on its new site and is to send me the prints at an early

I expect to remain in Muskoka and you will 
find me at my address here, I am in good shape physically, The 
extreme heat for the last few weeks in Salonica was very trying 
and I had lost weight but I have picked up most of my former avoir 
dupois after getting away from the hot weather, The unit will 
undoubtedly find the heat very trying during July and part of Aug- 
ust.Fortunately it will be much less trying in the new huts then 
it would have been under canvas ané I hope the Hospital will come 
through all right,Salonica is ssrak certainly not as bad as Egypt 
of Mesopotamia but it is bad enough,
